IT w a s an ex cellent idea fo r the go v ern- j 


ment to send y o ung men to co lleges fo r 
academic educatio n alo ng with military 
training, while awaiting call to activ e duty . 


Also, if av iatio n cadets had to be “ put into 
co ld sto rage” until fields had places made 
fo r them by the mo v ing o ut o f finished fly ­ 
ers. no better place co uld hav e been fo und 
than co lleges where they co uld learn so me­ 
thing while waiting. This is a war where 
men w ho know mathematics, sciences and 
languages, including eno ugh English to 
write clear, brief, acceptable repo rts, are 
needed at ev ery po int. 
It was also a go o d idea to keep the ; 
co lleges go ing. Many small o nes wo uld 
hav e been in a bad way witho ut the go v ­ 
ernment pay ments which kept them aliv e. 
Hut it is a bad idea fo r co lleges to pro - j 
test the go v ernment’s disco ntinuance o f this 
training, as if they had a right to hav e the 
pro gram co ntinue. They helped the go v ­ 
ernment by training bo y s, the go v ernment 
helped them by pay ing. The greatest serv ­ 
ice, in many cases, was the demo nstratio n 
o f co lleges and students alike that mo re 
hard wo rk co uld be do ne in less time than 
had been prev io usly believ ed. 
Reco nv ersio n o f all plants, intellectual 
as well as mechanical, must go o n. The 
turn fro m war to peace will do ubtless co me 
hard in many places, but must be ex pected. 
Independent co lleges will hav e to struggle 
alo ng as best they can, thanking heav en 
and the American spirit that they are no t 
state-co ntro lled. They will be needed again 
befo re lo ng. Any clamo r fo r further bene­ 
fits at this time may be sho rt-sighted. 


W A R RELIEF 
IT is no t o nly necessary fo r the American 
* peo ple to win this war, but desirable to 
do co nsiderable wiping up aro und the 
edges in the pro gress o f the big jo b. Co n­ 
gress has faced this pro blem intelligently 
in v o ting the ex penditure o f $1,350,000,000 
fo r participatio n in the United Natio ns Re­ 
lief and Rehabilitatio n administratio n.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Nutritional Ills 
Attacking Infants 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M D. 
IN ARTICLES during the la~t 
two weeks we hav e outlined the 
most modern practice in infant 
feeding during the first year and 
the second year. Milk modification

is now on a satisfactory and scien­ 
tific lev el. The most important 
features of milk for infant feed­ 
ing are that it shall be clean, suf­ 
ficient and with proper nourishing 
factors. 
Vitamins C and D need to be 
added to a diet of cow’s milk and 
usually iron. Modern practice, we 
noted, gav e 
infants 
additional 
food earlier than used to be 
thought necessary and a v ariety 
of solid or semi-solid food dunng 
the first year. 
But ev en the best modem man­ 
agement 
occasionally 
runs 
up 
against the same old infants' 
troubles that our grandmothers 
had, disturbances of nutrition and 
digestion. 
Infant's Nutritional Trojbles 
The 
commonest 
nutritional 
trouble of the infant is failure to 
gain weight. And the commonest 
cau» e of failure of the infant to 
gain weight is inadequate food in­ 
take. Other causes are infections, 
chronic or acute congenital dis­ 
turbances of the digestiv e tract, 
such as caeliac diseases, possibly 
allergy. The old ideas that some 
particular part of the food is re­ 
sponsible for malnutrition hav e 
been prov ed worthless—for in­ 
stance, starch malnutrition. 
* 
Common errors resulting in un­ 
derfeeding at$ : 
(1). Boiling the orange juice. 
This kills the VitaminC which ia the 
v ery reason orange juice ia giv en. 
(2). C ha n g i n g f o r m u l a s . 
Mothers get worried when the 
baby does not gain, and get 
panicky in changing to queer for­ 
mulas. Cases come up of infants 
who hav e been exclusiv ely on a 
diet of cereal water for weeks, in 
the belief that milk was undi­ 
gested or indigestible. The chances 
are the formula is all right, but 
the infant simply does not get 
enough of it, which means larger 
or more frequent feedings. 
Or 
that not enough sugar is added to 
cow’s milk. Weighing the baby 
before and after ev ery feeding of 
breast milk will decide the amount 
of milk obtained. 
(3). Misinterpretation of symp­ 
toms. When malnutrition ia pres-

ent and especially as it increases, 
diarrhoea is likely to occur. This 
is interpreted as an indication for 
further reduction of food. Or as 
idiosyncrasy to some food ele­ 
ment, so the formula is exchanged, 
decreasing one or the other food 
element which simply makes mat­ 
ters worse. 
Any infection, especially if ac­ 
companied by fev er, results in de­ 
crease of appetite and hence in 
weight loss. Chronic infection of 
the nose and upper respiratory 
tract often leads to diarrhoea 
which is interpreted as digestiv e 
trouble and feedings are reduced. 
Infections of the urinary tracts 
are particularly likely to be ov er­ 
looked in infants on account of 
the difficulty of collecting urine. 
Among d i g e s t i v e diseases, 
diarrhoea used to hold first place. 
In fact it used to account for mora 
infant deaths than all other causes 
combined. Clean milk—dairy in­ 
spection, pasteurization, etc., has 
nearly eliminated it, but it still 
exists. 
Infants are much more 
susceptible 
to 
diarrhoea 
than 
adults. And infections will get in 
the milk, no matter how rigid the 
precautions. 
The principles of 
treatment of infectious diarrhoea 
are temporary rest of the diges­ 
tiv e system, restoration of fluid 
balance, and of mineral balance; 
blood transfusion, if sev ere. 
Vomiting is the second of the 
digestiv e diseases of infancy. The 
common causes are ov er-disten­ 
tion of the stomach by swallowing 
air, too frequent feeding, too large 
v olumer of food, unsuitable food, 
improper clothing.

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COLLEGL RECONVERSION 


IT was an excellent idea for the govern­ 


ment to send young men to colleges for 


academic education along with military 
training, while awaiting call to active duty. 
Also. if axiation cadets had to be “put into 
cold storage” until fields had places made 
for them by the moving out of finished fly­ 
ers. no better place could have been found 
than colleges where they could learn some­ 
thing while waiting. Til is is a war where 
men w ho know mathematics, sciences and 
languages, including enough English to 
write clear, brief, acceptable reports, are 
needed at every point. 
It was also a good idea to keep the 
colleges going. Many small ones would 
have been in a bad way without the gov­ 
ernment payments which kept them alive. 
But it is a bad idea for colleges to pro­ 
test the government’s discontinuance of this 
training, as if they had a right to have the 
program continue. They helped the gov­ 
ernment by training boys, the government 
helped them by paying. The greatest serv­ 
ice, in many cases, was the demonstration 
of colleges and students alike that more 
hard work could be done in less time than 
had been previously believed. 
Reconversion of all plants, intellectual 
as well as mechanical, must go on. The 
turn from w ar to peace will doubtless come 
hard in many places, but must be expected. 
Independent colleges will have to struggle 
along as best they can, thanking heaven 
and the American spirit that they are not 
state-controlled. They will be needed again 
before long. Any clamor for further bene­ 
fits at this time may be short-sighted. 


WAR RELIEF 
IT is not only necessary for the American 
* people to win this war, but desirable to 
do considerable wiping up around the 
edges in the progress of the big job. Con­ 
gress has faced this problem intelligently 
in voting the expenditure of $1,350,000,000 
for participation in the United Nations Re­ 
lief and Rehabilitation administration. The 
senate has followed the house with a vote 
of IT to I I. The house was unanimous 
about it, but the senate has done well 
enough. 
Along with such an international com­ 
mitment, there need be no doubt that, while 
the great w ar is in progress and when it is 
over, thift nation's wounds will be bound up 
and the widow and orphan w ill be cared 
fo r. 


One of the worst things about our 
American governmental system is that, just 
as soon as a public servant does a good 
job, in any field, people want to run him 
for the presidency. 


LEAKAGE CONTINUES 
Strangely enough, substantial quanti­ 
ties of quinine are being purchased by va­ 
rious agents in the Dominican Republic. 
Why such a small country should need so 
much quinine remains a mystery. 
As recently as two weeks ago, Leo 
Crowley’s FEA cabled Quito, Ecuador, au­ 
thorizing purchase of certain quinine pro­ 
duced in that country. But before the 
purchase 
was 
accomplished, 
the 
same 
lot of quinine had been shipped from Ecu­ 
ador to Venezuela. In Venezuela, the U. S. 
ambassador got wind of it and there was a 
hot exchange of cables, the United States 
pointing out that Ecuador had agreed to 
ship only to the U. S. A. In this case, the 
disputed quinine finally is being shipped 
from Venezuela on to this country. 
FEA contends that these leaks have 
been plugged since exclusive contracts

BOOTLEGGING OF QUININE 


IIT AS KINGTON— Most lucrative bootleg­ 


ging in the world today is in qui­ 


nine— also the most tragic from the view­ 
point of U. S. troops fighting in the ma­ 
laria-ridden tropics. 


On top of the fatal error of Jesse Jones’ 
aide, Will Clayton, in not buying quinine 
from the Dutch East Indies when it was 
available during the first two months after, 
Pearl Harbor, U. S. officials seem frus­ 
trated in their efforts to stop precious qui­ 
nine from leaking through our fingers, 
some of it perhaps to the Axis. 


Tlu‘se leakages apply to quinine devel- 
, oped iii Latin America, where we are sup­ 
posed to control every single gram. Despite | 
this, hundreds of pounds are slipping out 
from under the noses of Leo Crowley’s 
Federal Economic administration officials. 
Here is part of the record : 
On May 19, 1943, Banco Lisboa and 
A co res of Lisbon sent to the Guaranty 
Trust of New York a letter of credit for 
Jose Sturm of La Paz, Bolivia, for $7,750 
covering 150 kilos of quinine sulphate at 
$50 a kilo. (Base price set for U. S. buyers 
is $28.40 a kilo). 
On May 27, B. Bordoni of Buenos Aires 
wrote to Cliemia, Ltd., of Lisbon that Jose 
Sturm had an order for 500 kilos of qui­ 
nine to be shipped iii monthly lots. By this 
time, the price had gone up to $60. Chemis, 
Ltd., replied accepting the offer. Five hun­ 
dred kilos is about I IOO pounds of quinine, 
enough to last U. S. troops in the South­ 
west Pacific perhaps a year. 
On October 20, the Nicaraguan lega­ 
tion in Mexico shipped to Nicaragua by Pan 
American Airways 21 packages of quinine, 
weighing 80 kilos and valued at $ 1,997. 
Tile shipment carried the directive that 
President Somoza be notified personally 
w lien the quinine arrived. 
On October 18, the Bank of Portugal in 
Lisbon instructed the Bank of Manhattan 
in New York to open an irrevocable credit 
in favor of J. Sturm in Lisbon of $20,000 
for 264 kilos of Bolivian quinine. The ship­ 
ments would be made through an Argon-! 
tine port. 
On November l l , 80 kilos of quinine 
hydrochloride and IO kilos of quinine sul­ 
phate were shipped from Peru to the Do­ 
minican Republic by Pan American Air­ 
ways.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Nutritional Ills 
Attacking Infants 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
IN ARTICLES during th* tart 
two weeks we have outlined the 
most modern practice in infant 
feeding during the first year and 
the second year. Milk modification

is now on a satisfactory and scien­ 
tific level. The most important 
features of milk for infant feed­ 
ing are that it shall be clean, suf­ 
ficient and w ith proper nourishing 
factors. 
Vitamins C and D need to be 
added to a diet of cow’a milk and 
usually iron. Modern practice, we 
noted, gave infants 
additional 
food earlier than used to oe 
thought necessary and a variety 
of solid or semi-solid food during 
the first year. 
But even the best modem man­ 
agement 
occasionally 
runs 
up 
against the same old infants' 
troubles that our grandmothers 
had. disturbance* of nutrition and 
digestion. 
Infant s Nutritional Troubles 
The 
commonest 
nutritional 
trouble of the infant is failure to 
gain weight. And the commonest 
cau*e of failure of the infant to 
gain weight is inadequate food in­ 
take. Other causes are infections, 
chronic or acute congenital dis­ 
turbances of the digestive tract, 
such as caeliac diseases, possibly 
allergy. The old ideas that some 
particular part of the food is re­ 
sponsible for malnutrition have 
been proved worthless—for in­ 
stance, starch malnutrition. 
* 
Common errors resulting in un­ 
derfeeding at£: 
(1). Boiling the orange juice. 
This kills the Vitamine which is the 
very reason orange juice is given. 
(2). C h a n g i n g f o r m u l a s , 
bothers get worried when the 
baby does not gain, and get 
panicky in changing to queer for­ 
mulas. Cases come up of infants 
who have been exclusively on a 
diet of cereal water for weeks, in 
the belief that milk was undi­ 
gested or indigestible. The chances 
are the formula is all right, but 
the infant simply does not get 
enough of it, which means larger 
or more frequent feedings. 
Or 
that not enough sugar is added to 
cow’s milk. Weighing the baby 
before and after every feeding of 
breast milk will decide the amount 
of milk obtained. 
(3). Misinterpretation of symp­ 
toms. When malnutrition it pres­ 


ent and especially aa it increases, 
diarrhoea is likely to occur. This 
is interpreted as an indication for 
further reduction of food. Or as 
idiosyncrasy to some food ele­ 
ment, so the formula is exchanged, 
decreasing one or the other food 
element which simply makes mat­ 
ters worse. 
Any infection, especially if ac­ 
companied by fever, results in de­ 
crease of appetite and hence in 
weight loss. Chronic infection of 
the nose and upper respiratory 
tract often leads to diarrhoea 
which is interpreted as digestive 
trouble and feedings are reduced. 
Infections of the urinary tracts 
are particularly likely to be over­ 
looked in infants on account of 
the difficulty of collecting urine. 
Among d i g e s t i v e diseases, 
diarrhoea used to hold first place. 
In fact it used to account for mort 
infant deaths than all other causes 
combined. Clean milk—dairy in­ 
spection, pasteurization, etc., has 
nearly eliminated it, but it still 
exists. 
Infants are much more 
susceptible 
to 
diirrhuea 
than 
adults. And infections will get in 
the milk, no matter how rigid the 
precautions. 
The principles of 
treatment of infectious diarrhoea 
are temporary rest of the diges­ 
tive system, restoration of fluid 
balance, and of mineral balance; 
blood transfusion, if severe. 
Vomiting is the second of the 
digestive diseases of infancy. The 
common causes are over-disten­ 
tion of the stomach by swallowing 
air, too frequent feeding, too large 
volumer of food, unsuitable food, 
improper clothing.
